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Tokuko Wada: Vegetation of the Kinunuma moor 
and the Komatu moor, central Japan 
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Summary 

The Kinunuma moor is situated on the borderline of Gunma and Totigi Pre¬ 
fectures at about 2,020 m above sea-level which is the highest level in Japan for 
a moor. The Komatu moor is a small one discovered by Mr. N. Komatu several 
years ago at some 5 km off the former. In this paper, the vegetation of these 2 
moores is reported with maps newly surveyed. 
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
